DETAILED ACTION 
Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Shanthi et al ("GA Based On-line Testing and Recovery for Critical Digital 
Systems" 2002) teaches the idea of using majority voting in fault detection. See e.g. 
Fig.1 

Zhang et al ("Consensus-Based Evolvable Hardware for Sustainable Fault- 
Handling" 2006), not a prior art, but teaches the inventive idea of consensus based 
evolvable hardware. 

Zhang et al ("Consensus-based Evaluation for Fault Isolation and On-line 
Evolutionary Regeneration" 2005), not a prior art, but teaches the inventive idea of 
consensus based evolvable hardware. 

Rejoinder 

Claims 1-20, 25, 27-33 are allowable. Claims 21-23, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the limitations of an 
allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(a), the 
restriction requirement between inventions I and II, as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 9-29-2009, is hereby withdrawn and claims 21-23 are hereby 
rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. In view of the 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
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presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the 
provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1215,1 70 USPQ 1 29, 1 31 -32 (CCPA 1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 ) Applicant's remark filed on 5/1 1/2010 is persuasive. 

2) Shanthi teaches the idea of using majority voting in fault detection; However, 
Shanthi fails to teach evolving new design to replace faulty circuit. 

3) Zhang teaches the inventive concept of consensus based evolvable hardware, 
but are not prior art. 

4) As such, claims 1-20, 21-23, 25, 27-33 are considered allowable since when 
reading the claims in light of the specification, as per MPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , In re Sneed, 710 
F.2d 1544, 1548, 218 USPQ 385 (Fed. Cir. 1983), none of the references of record 
alone or in combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in 
the independent claims.
